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Bonds lowered as

A man who is charged 
with shooting his own son 
has been released on a 
surety bond, while anoth¬ 
er who has been charged 
with murder and DUI 
had his bond lowered and 
is now free. 

That was just some of 
the happenings as the 
Powell Circuit Court held 
motion hour last week. 

Sterling Esteppe 
appeared in court last 
week as his attorney, 
public defender Lisa 
Whisman, asked the 
court for a bond reduc¬ 
tion. Esteppe was charged 
with the Feb. 23 shooting 
of his son, Dean Esteppe. 

According to police, the 
argument stemmed from 


a little kidding around 
about Sterling allegedly 
wrecking a moped ear¬ 
lier in the day. Witnesses 
told police that at first he 
seemed to take the joking 
without any problem, but 
later became upset. 

A witness to the inci¬ 
dent told police that the 
two men became involved 
in an argument and slight 
altercation. However, it 
had appeared that the 
situation had calmed. The 
witness told officers that 
Sterling Esteppe had said 
he was going to go to bed 
while others stayed out¬ 
side talking. 

The witness then told 
police that Esteppe 
walked back out on the 
porch with a .22 rifle and 
opened fire. Dean Esteppe 
reportedly pushed his 
mother out of the way and

took the weapon from his 
father. But not until he 
had been shot five times. 

According to police, the 
witness then stated that 
the son hit the father 
with the rifle and fought 
with him. After breaking 
the weapon by striking 
his father in the head, the 
fight ended. 

Both men were taken to 
the hospital where Dean 
Esteppe underwent emer¬ 
gency surgery. 

Commonwealth 
Attorney Darrell Herald 
advised Powell Circuit 
Judge Frank Fletcher 
that Dean steppe was 
agreeable with a bond 
reduction. Dean Esteppe 
even told Fletcher that 
“as far as I’m concerned 
you can drop it, things 
just happen.” 

Fletcher openly dis- 


profile cases move forward 


cussed his reservation 
about changing the bond 
and the possibility of 
another incident happen¬ 
ing. The family appar¬ 
ently all lives in the same 
residence. 

Esteppe stated he would 
follow the court’s condi¬ 
tions. So Fletcher lowered 
the $295,000 cash bond 
to a $10,000 surety bond, 
which the family was 
agreeable to. 

Esteppe will have to be 
part of the MCR program 
and will be subject to 
random drug and alcohol 
testing. 

The very next case 
was also surprising. The 
day before, Fletcher had 
dropped the bond for

Fiscal court handling old and new business

Some things change and some things 
are the same. It can be said that is the 
way the fiscal court has been in recent 
months. Last Thursday night the Powell 
County Fiscal Court held their regular 
meeting. New issues like taking care of 
county roads and refinancing of loans 
that helped add on to the jail nearly a 
decade ago, were discussed. But then 
personnel issues were also brought up 
again in a closed session. 

Regardless, the court had business to 
attend to and they did. 

The meeting began with bid open¬ 
ings for the county roads. The court 
received one bid from Hinkle and with 
all in agreement they accepted the bid. 
The court also approved the salaries for 
county employees and the policy and 
procedure manual. 

The court then opened bids for the jail 
refinancing. The court received four bids 
and after opening and reviewing each 
bid Judge Executive James Anderson 
commented, “I would feel more comfort¬ 
able if they came in and explained, that 
would be my advice.” 

Magistrate Ricky Creed responded, 


“Wouldn’t it be better to stay local.” 
Magistrate Eck Snowden agreed saying, 
“I’d just as soon keep it local.” 

After discussion Creed made a motion 
to accept the refinancing bid from 
Whitaker Bank, Snowden seconded the 
motion. Anderson commented numer¬ 
ous times before the motion was voted 
on advising the court that they could 
table it and have a representative come 
in and speak if they needed more infor¬ 
mation before voting to give to bid to 
Whitaker Bank. The court voted on the 
motion and it passed awarding the bid 
to Whitaker Bank. 

The meeting then went into a closed 
session to discuss personnel issues. The 
closed session was nearly an hour long 
and there was no action taken. 

Though no one could confirm what 
the personnel issue was, members of the 
ambulance service were on hand. 

The service has been on the radar 
since the beginning of the year. Earlier 
this year two employees were alleged to 
have tested positive in a drug screening, 
yet nothing more has been said about 
that in an open meeting. Ambulance 
service director Eddie Barnes was also 
allegedly fired at one point, but had 
to be reinstated when the magistrates 
votes did not agree with the dismissal. 


Health related issues' given as 
reason for fatality in accident

“Never give up on your 
dream, because you’ll 
never know where it can 
take you to.” 

That was the words 
of advice that Yeremiah 
Bell told the campers 
and counselors at the 
Red River Family YMCA 
Summer day camp last 
Thursday. Bell, a former 
high school football star 
at George Rogers Clark 
High School and EKU, is 
now entering his ninth 
year as an NFL player. He 
is now a safety with the 
New York Jets. 

Bell was the guest 
speaker for the camp 
held in Stanton and was 
welcomed warmly by the 
kids. However, it was the 
counselors that seemed to 
be mesmerized by him. 

Bell told of how he 
played football in high 
school, but had no real 
college scholarship offers. 

“I worked odd jobs, that 
means I would work a 
job a while, then go find 
another one,” Bell told 
the crowd at the PCHS 
Cafeteria. “After a while 
I found a job in a steel 
mill and worked there a 
couple of years.” 

He said that one day 
while watching the Roy 
Kidd Show on television 
he decided he wanted to 
play football again. “I con¬ 
tacted the coaches and we 
worked it out that I would 
be a walk-on,” Bell said. 
Of the 25 players who 
tried out only two made 
the squad. 'The other fel¬ 
low quit," Bell said. “But I 
had a dream to play foot¬ 
ball, so I stuck it out.” 

Bell went on to earn a 
scholarship after his first 
year. But it was not easy. 

“I remember one day I 
got this whole body cramp, 
from the neck down,” Bell 
told the campers. “I was 
in the hospital for three 
days and I decided to quit. 
So I told coach and he 
told me to think about it. 
He gave me five days and 
I’m glad he did because 
I really wanted to follow 
my dream.” 

It paid off for Bell and 



the Colonels. 

He was named to Ohio 
Valley Conference All 
Conference Team in 2000 
and 2001. In 2001, his 
junior season, he made 
the All-American Team 
and was also named as 
the OVC Defensive Player 
of the Year. 

But during the summer 
before his senior season 
he “blew out” his knee 
in a pick up basketball 
game. His college career 
was over. Once again his 
dream was being chal¬ 
lenged. 

The Miami Dolphins 
took him the sixth round 
of the 2003 NFL Draft. 
Despite a few injuries as 
a safety, Bell has picked 
up 558 tackles, 11 sacks 
and six interceptions in 
his pro career. In the past 
four seasons alone he 
picked up 355 solo tackles 
and 86 assisted tackles. 

Always follow your 
dream. Don’t ever give up 
on that,” Bell stated to 
the campers as he drove 
home the point that he 
would not have made it 


had he not continued to 
work hard. “Hard work 
and determination can 
help make your dream 
come true. Whether it’s to 
be an athlete, a teacher, 
whatever it may. Follow 
your dream.” 

Bell took several ques¬ 
tions from the kids. A few 
were geared toward him 
getting to play with Tim 
Tebow. He answered the 
questions with a smile and 
great demeanor. He also 
signed autographs for the 
kids, posing for pictures 
that would surely end up 
on Facebook before he left 
the building. 

He did have some part¬ 
ing words for the crowd. 

“People didn’t think a 
skinny kid like me back 
then would amount to 
anything, but that pushed 
me to work harder,” Bell 
said with a determined 
look in his eyes. “Don’t 
let anyone tell you that 
you’re too small, too big, or 
whatever. You can achieve 
whatever you want to be, 
just don’t give up on hard 
work or your dream.”

Kentucky State Police, 
along with officers from 
Clay City, Stanton and the 
Powell County Sheriff’s 
Department, responded to 
an accident on Campton 
Road last Friday night.

Smith was the only one 
in the vehicle. He was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene by Powell County 
Coroner Hondo Hearne. 

There were no visible 
signs of any skid marks 
at the scene. State police 
say that health related 
issues caused the acci¬ 
dent and that the fatal¬ 
ity was not caused by the 
accident. They hope to 
have answers following 
the coroner’s report and 
state laboratory results 
when available. 

Smith was a famil¬ 
iar face at the Stanton 


Kroger. He had been work¬ 
ing there for a few years 
as a bagger. He greeted 
everyone with a smile and 
friendly “You have a nice 
day” as they left. 

He was a widower, 
his wife Imogene Smith 
passed away a couple of 
year ago. He is survived 
by step son, Michael 
Gabbard who is the hus¬ 
band of Powell County 
Magistrate Donna 
Gabbard. He is also sur¬ 
vived by two daughters, 
two brothers, one grand¬ 
child, two step grandchil¬ 
dren and two step great¬ 
grandchildren. 
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Council discusses trash pick up days and merging governments

The Stanton City 
Council meeting last 
Thursday evening started 
out with a notice about a 
change in garbage collec¬ 
tion and ended on a dis¬ 
cussion about forming a 
urban county government 
type system in Powell 
County Both seemed like 
promising issues, but the 
garbage collection will 
definitely be an easier 
sell. 

Rumpke’s Mount 
Sterling operations direc¬ 
tor, Gary Letter, was at 
the meeting to discuss a 
change in collection dates 
for the city Rumpke just 
recently obtained the con¬ 
tracts to pick up all of the 
garbage in Powell County 
Add the county's 13,000 
residents with the other 
contracts Rumpke holds 
in the area and they ser¬ 
vice over 30,000 people. 

“Because Tuesday's are 
the biggest days for trash 
pickup, with both the city 
and county, we need to 
split it up,” Letter told 
the council. “So we will be 
splitting up the collections 
so that some will move to 
Thursday and others to 
Friday pick ups.” 

According to Letter 19 
customers in Stanton will 
have their collection day 
moved from Tuesday to 
Thursday. Those include 
houses on Cox Street, 
Childers Road and Boyd 
Street. All of those are on 
the west side of Stanton. 

Another 985 custom¬ 
ers will have their trash 
pick up date moved from 
Tuesday to Friday. Those 


affected would be people 
living along East and 
West College Avenue and 
the east end of Stanton. 
That would include areas 
around Brown Street 
just past Van Village, 
Derrickson Lane and 
Wilda Lane areas. 

“It's just gotten so big 
on Tuesdays,” Letter 
advised the council. “We 
will notify those affected 
by phone first, and then 
the drivers will leave the 
door knocker cards on the 
cans the week before so 
customers will know.” 

The council appreciat¬ 
ed being advised. Council 
woman Margarita Arnett 
summed up the council's 
feelings. “I'm OK with 
it,” she said as others 
agreed. 

The council then 
approved resolutions for 
previous annexations. City 
attorney Scott Graham 
advised the council that 
the secretary of state was 
having each city put a 
physical description of 
the city's boundaries on 
record in the local county 
clerk's office. So the coun¬ 
cil approved annexations 
dating back to 1980 so 
they would be in compli¬ 
ance. 

The council then 
approved allowing city 
secretary Stephanie Lacy 
to use a new scanner sys¬ 
tem for checks that are 
used to pay for services 
with the city. The system 
is connected to Whitaker 
Bank and enables the 
city to know exactly what 
each deposit was for on 
line. Cash payments will 
still have to be made in 
person at the bank and 
the city will have to store

Brian P. Epperson. 
Epperson has been 
charged in the case where 
he allegedly was driving 
while under the influence 
of drugs. 

Epperson has been in 
jail under a $325,000 
bond according to court 
records since he was 
indicted earlier this year. 
But the day before court 
last week Fletcher low¬ 
ered the bond to $25,000 
cash. He was released 
that day. 

Epperson, 31, of Clay 
City was charged with 
murder, DUI and assault 
fourth degree. Epperson 
was driving his Ford 
F-150 northbound on 
Hardwick's Creek Road 
toward Clay City on Nov. 
13, 2011 when he alleg¬ 
edly crossed the center- 
line after coming through 
a curve and struck a 
Chevrolet S-10 driven by 
Donald Tharpe head-on. 
The impact of the crash 
killed Tharpe, 65, of Clay 
City, instantly and injured 
his passenger, Constance 
Puckett. 

Police allege that 
Epperson should have had 
plenty of time to make it 
back into his lane and 
could have seen Tharpe's 
truck coming. They also 
stated that Tharpe had no 
reaction time, as opposed 
to Epperson. There 
were no skid marks at 
the scene, as Epperson's 
truck was clearly in the 
southbound lane. 

Officers stated that 
Epperson had admitted 
to taking Xanax ear¬ 
lier in the day. Officers 
at the scene stated that 
Epperson was not injured 
and did agree for a blood 
test to be taken. They also 
stated that he seemed 
under the influence at 
the scene, but in district 
court it was reported that 
Epperson may have suf¬ 
fered a concussion and 
that would explain his 
behavior. 


Court records indicated 
that the blood test results 
were returned in March. 
The results showed that 
Xanax, methadone and 
oxycodone were found 
in Epperson's system. 
Epperson had told officers 
at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent that he had taken 
Xanax before the wreck 
and that he had a pre¬ 
scription for it. However, 
in a court appearance in 
March it was noted that 
there was no evidence 
that Epperson had a pre¬ 
scription for methadone 
or oxycodone. 

In a court appearance 
last month, while he was 
still incarcerated, it was 
believed that Epperson, 
his attorney David Ward 
and the commonwealth 
were working on a plea 
deal. The Tharpe family 
had told the Times they 
had agreed to 24 years for 
Epperson. 

However, instead Ward 
has reportedly filed an 
affidavit with the chief 
judge of the mountain 
region to have Fletcher 
removed from the case. 
Ward and Fletcher have 
spared a little on the case 
when it came to bonds 
and their amounts. 

Ward asked Fletcher to 
set a trial date, but the 
judge responded back that 
since a motion was filed 
to have him removed that 
he may not be able to set 
a date that another judge 
could work into their 
schedule. Ward advised 
that the decision would 
either be that Fletcher 
was removed or not, but 
that a date was set and it 
could be changed if need¬ 
ed. Herald agreed that 
Fletcher could set a date. 

Fletcher set Nov. 27 
as the start date for the 
trial. It is expected that 
the trial could last three 
days. Unless Fletcher is 
removed from the case, 
the parties will be back 
in court on Oct. 17 for a 
pretrial conference. 


all checks for at least six 
months before destroying 
them. The council voted 
unanimously for the mea¬ 
sure. 

The meeting ended 
with a discussion about 
the possibility of combin¬ 
ing the city police force 
with Clay City's and the 
sheriff's department to 
form a county-wide police 
force. A recent meeting 
was held to discuss this 
and few details were 
made available to the 
Times. However, it is an 
idea that had been dis¬ 
cussed for over 20 years. 

“I believe it would be 
a good idea, but Kevin 
(Neal, Stanton Police 
Chief) and I believe that 
for it to really benefit us 


then we need to just com¬ 
bine the governments,” 
Mayor Dale Allen told the 
council. “It won't really 
help us unless we do it 
all.” 

Allen spoke about 
a system called the 
Charter County which he 
explained that all three 
entities would have to 
agree and a committee 
would be set up to check 
the feasibility of the 
merger. 

“That could take a year 
to a year and half to do,” 
Allen said. “We talked 
to people from Garrard 
County who have tried 
it and they saved over 
$500,000 in one year on 
their budget. Plus only 
one government employ¬ 


ee was moved to a differ¬ 
ent position. No one lost 
a job.” 

A member of the crowd, 
James Martin, spoke up 
and said the plan would 
never work. Allen advised 
it would have to be voted 
on and Martin, a former 
council member, con¬ 
tinued to say it would 
not “go over in Powell 
County.” Chief Neal dis¬ 
agreed and said he had 
heard from several people 
in the county who were in 
favor of a merger. 

The council listened 
intently and the major 
concern was the restau¬ 
rant tax. “Would we lose 
the restaurant tax,” coun¬ 
cil woman Dixie Lockard 
asked. “I mean counties 


cannot have one and only 
certain sized cities can, 
so if we merged would we 
lose it.” 

The tax has been very 
beneficial in the upgrades 
to the city and their 
park system since it was 
approved in 2008. 

“We would have to 
look into that,” Graham 
responded. Allen stated 
he had heard that the 
state legislature was 
looking at allowing coun¬ 
ties to have a restaurant 
tax. But he believes the 
merger idea is one that 
needs to be considered. 

“Right now its just an 
idea and we probably 
need to look at it,” Allen 
said.

Guest Column: A Dad strikes out

I took my twin ten-year- 
old sons to a couple of 
Angels games this week, 
and I was shocked— 
shocked!—to discover 
just how little they knew 
about baseball. 

I don't mean to criticize 
my sons. They know an 
awful lot about things that 
I'll never know. Juggling. 
Magic. Origami. And tech¬ 
nology, of course. 

But the one thing I 
knew about when I was 
their age was baseball. I 
grew up in New York in 
the 1960s, and I came of 
age with Gil Hodges' Mets 
teams of that era. So a 
couple of trips to the ball¬ 
park with my sons this 
week—they each got their 
own game—brought me 
back to my own childhood 
and shed a light on just 
how different things are 
today from back then. 

For one thing, when my 
dad took me to the ball¬ 
park, the men had the 
tattoos and the women 
had the earrings. 

The fundamental dif¬ 
ference between my 
childhood and my sons' is 
that there were far fewer 
entertainment options 
back in the sixties, and 
there were far fewer 
screens in each home. You 
might have had one color 


TV and then an old black- 
and-white somewhere in 
the house. No computer, 
no computer games, no 
consoles, no iPhones. The 
Internet? It was barely 
a gleam in the eye of A1 
Gore. We had Yoo-Hoo, 
not YouTube. 

With fewer options, 
baseball mattered more. 
We kept score of the 
games, both at home and 
at the stadium, in score- 
cards or in scoring books. 
I'd be hard-pressed to tell 
you exactly why we did 
so, but we did. The first 
purchase upon arrival at 
the stadium was always 
a program for a quarter, 
and a golf pencil for 10 
cents. Learning the art 
of keeping a meticulous 
scorecard was a bond¬ 
ing experience between 
father and son. It also 
was a cause for conversa¬ 
tion with one's neighbors 
in the seats around you. 
Was that double play 6-4- 
3 or 4-6-3? 

Baseball's greatest 
positive is its devotion to 
nuance and detail, two 
items that have little 
meaning in the slam-bang 
Internet era. The game— 
on any given night and 
over the course of a sea¬ 
son—rewards patience 
and deep knowledge of 
traditions and rules. The 
vicarious thrill of watch¬ 
ing a rookie pitcher, newly 
elevated from Triple A,

striking out the side. 
Seeing a player come back 
after a devastating injury, 
or an undesired trade, or 
a bout with the bottle. 
It's soap opera for men 
and boys. But all that 
detail is lost if all that 
matters is the long ball 
that makes SportsCenter. 

W. P. Kinsella, the 
author of Shoeless Joe, 
which became Field of 
Dreams, put it best. The 
action in an average 
three-hour baseball game 
could be compressed into 
five minutes, Kinsella 
wrote in Field of Dreams. 
The rest of the time is 
spent thinking about 
what might happen, 
what could happen, what 
should happen, what did 
happen, and what should 
have happened. So I said 
to one son, as his game 
began, “I'd like to point 
out some things about 
what's going on. Let me 
know when you want me 
to stop.” 

To which he responded, 
“You can stop right now.” 

And then there's the 
matter of when to leave. 
Back in the day, it was 
a point of honor never to 
leave a game until the last 
out, no matter how one¬ 
sided the contest might 
have been. This provoked 
ongoing family debates, 
because my father never 
wanted to stay until the 
end. He wanted to leave 


in the eighth, to beat the 
traffic. But my boys were 
more than content to pack 
it in after five innings. 

It didn't bother me 
any. Both of the games 
we attended, interleague 
affairs with the Giants, 
were incredibly slow¬ 
paced. That's another 
change from the sixties— 
just how long it takes 
to play nine innings. 
Pitchers seem to take for¬ 
ever to work now. Players 
are taught to be patient 
at the plate, to work the 
count. Just get up there 
and take your cuts, fellas. 
I've got to get to work 
in the morning. Leaving 
early, therefore, no lon¬ 
ger indicates weak moral 
character. It just means 
you've seen enough. 

In the 1960s, kids my 
age were devoted to one 
team and knew not just 
the starting lineup of 
that team but the start¬ 
ing lineups of every team 
in both leagues. And had 
the baseball cards to back 
it up. Everybody knew 
how many games out, or 
in front, their team was. 
My sons' generation, by 
and large, doesn't read 
the standings. 

It's frustrating. I want 
my sons to notice the 
pace of a home run trot 
and the pitcher busying 
himself with the webbing 
of his glove after some¬ 
one's gone yard on him,

instead of watching the 
fireworks display. I want 
my sons to know when to 
hit and run, when to sac¬ 
rifice, how to recognize a 
perfect bunt, and how to 
tell a wild pitch from a 
passed ball. But this is 
lore that may never mat¬ 
ter to them the way it did, 
and does, to me. 

When I was in law 
school, I clerked for two 
law professors, and one of 
them, Marshall Shapo, a 
renowned torts professor, 
entered the office one day 
bearing an expression of 
rapture. He and his ado¬ 
lescent son had enjoyed 


an entire conversation in 
the car consisting solely 
of names of old ballplay¬ 
ers. Van Lingle Mungo. 
Dazzy Vance. Stan 
Musial. Pee Wee Reese. 
I always dreamt of having 
a similar shared moment 
with a son, but it would 
appear that that's not on 
the horizon. 

I'm sure we'll find 
something else to connect 
over. It doesn't look like 
it’ll be Van Lingle Mungo 
anytime soon. But before 
I go, does anybody know 
what the Red Sox did last 
night. 
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Parents, students at PCHS will see a new grading system 



In an effort to improve your child's learning experi¬ 
ence at PCHS, the teachers at Powell County High 
School have spent time training and preparing to 
implement a new instructional strategy referred to as 
Standards Based Grading. With the 2012-2013 school 
year, teachers will be implementing a new approach to 
grading that is based on the standards and skills that 
students are required to learn. Our hope is that the 
new strategy will help students focus on the impor¬ 
tance of the material they are learning and to be more 
informed about their progress in the classroom 

Focus on Learning 

In the past student grades were based on participa¬ 
tion, homework, quizzes, tests, and other activities. 
By implementing the new instructional strategy, 
grades will be based on the student's ability to dem¬ 
onstrate mastery of the material through learning 
checks. If a student does not show mastery on their 
first attempt, they will be given further instruction 
and opportunities to retake an assessment in order 
to show mastery. We want our classrooms to focus on 
the learning process, not just compliance. We want all 
students to reach the same goal-mastery of the class¬ 
room material, but we realize that not all students 
learn at the same pace. Standards based grading 
will give students and teachers the opportunity in 
the classroom to focus on learning at the individual 
student's pace. 


Reporting Grades 

Grades will still be reported in Infinite Campus, 
just like previous years, but with more detailed infor¬ 
mation with regards to the meaning of the grade. 
Instead of being concerned with turning in an assign¬ 
ment that is late or missing, the student will need 
to focus on learning the standard in order to demon¬ 
strate their knowledge. Your child's grade will still 
be averaged and reported on the A-F scale for report 
cards and transcript purposes; however, teachers will 
be focusing on the individual standards and skills 
to improve overall learning in the classroom. We 
want the work that students at PCHS complete to be 
meaningful and to have a lasting impression on their 
future. 


Students will receive further information in their 
individual classrooms at the beginning of the school 
year, but we wanted parents to be aware of the 
changes that are occurring at PCHS. Our goal is to 
constantly be improving our classroom practices so 
that our students and community may benefit from 
these changes. If you have any questions or concerns, 
please feel free to contact your child's individual 
teacher, Principal Kyle Lively, or Assistant Principal 
Ellen Hoffman at 606-663-3320.

'Blue Lights across the Bluegrass' continues 


In an effort to raise 
awareness of traffic 
safety laws and encour¬ 
age safe driving habits, 
the Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety (KOHS) 
is partnering with state 
and local law enforcement 
on the “Blue Lights Across 
the Bluegrass” campaign 
throughout July. 

“We are concerned with 
our current highway 
fatality numbers,” said 
Transportation Cabinet 
Secretary Mike Hancock. 
“The year started with 
a reduction, but begin¬ 
ning in May, our fatali¬ 
ties began a dramatic 
increase.” 

There were 356 high¬ 
way fatalities as of June 


27 - 41 more than at 
the same time last year. 
Over half of those killed 
were not wearing seat 
belts. Twenty-four per¬ 
cent involved a distracted 
driver, 16 percent involved 
an impaired driver, and 
over half of those killed in 
motorcycle crashes were 
not wearing a helmet. 

“With the lack of winter 
weather, more people have 
been traveling our road¬ 
ways, which might explain 
the fatality increase,” said 
KOHS Director Bill Bell. 
“However, it does not 
explain why people are 
not making safe decisions 
when they get behind the 
wheel.” 

Statistics from the 


National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) indicate that 
seat belts, when worn 
correctly, reduce the 
risk of fatalities by 45 
percent for front-seat 
vehicle occupants, and 
by 60 percent for pickup 
truck, SUV and minivan 
occupants. Also accord¬ 
ing to NHTSA, regular 
seat belt use is the single 
most effective way to pro¬ 
tect against and reduce 
fatalities in motor vehicle 
crashes. 

“Seat belts clearly save 
lives, but unfortunately 
too many motorists still 
need a tough reminder of 
our law,” said Hancock. 

While officers will 


patrol all roadways in 
their designated city or 
county, a special empha¬ 
sis will be placed on the 
areas where the majority 
of crashes have occurred. 

“Law enforcement will 
be out in force, citing 
anyone committing traf¬ 
fic violations,” said Bell. 
“Whether you drive a car 
or motorcycle, you must 
obey the law.” 

There were 721 fatali¬ 
ties on Kentucky road¬ 
ways in 2011, including 
576 people in motor vehi¬ 
cles. Of those, 58 percent 
were not buckled up and 
16 percent involved an 
impaired driver.

School board discusses WiFi and

The Powell County 
School Board spent part 
of their meeting last week 
discussing the new WiFi 
system that the high 
school will have in place 
this year and rescinding 
some policy changes deal¬ 
ing with sick leave and 
personal days. But it was 
the honoring of a veteran 
that was the highlight of 
the day. 

The board awarded 
Robert Gilley with his 
high school diploma after 
he had waited a long time 
for it. In fact he waited 47 
years. 

His father was in the 
military when he was 
born in 1947 in Germany. 
Gilley and his fam¬ 
ily moved back to Powell 
County in 1949 and he 
went to school in the local 
system. 

Gilley, who was attend¬ 


ing Powell County High 
School in 1965, was 
drafted by the U.S. Army 
during the Vietnam 
War. Gilley went ahead 
and volunteered for the 
Marines. That meant 
he would be serving his 
country, but he would not 
graduate. 

Instead Gilley served 
his country honorably. 
From 1967 to 1970 he 
was with the Marines 
1st Division TRK, when 
he finished that duty 
he joined the Army and 
served with the 95th 
Engineer Battalion from 
1970 to 1972. 

Gilley then went on to 
drive a truck for the next 
27 years. But he never 
was able to receive his 
diploma because he did 
not graduate. That was 
brought to the atten¬ 
tion of Powell County 
Schools Director of Pupil 
Personnel Sarah Wasson. 

“When I asked him 
about it he said he 
wished he could have got 


his diploma and gradu¬ 
ated,” she remembered. 
T told him I could help 
with that. 

Under a new plan that 
the state came up with, 
veterans who served and 
were not able to gradu¬ 
ate can obtain a diploma, 
Wasson was able to assist 
Gilley. 

“I’ve waited a long time 
for this,” Gilley told the 
board, who stood and 
applauded his accom¬ 
plishments and thanked 
him for his service. “But 
I’d do it again.” 

Following a short cer¬ 
emony, completed with 
cake and punch for the 
new graduate and his fam¬ 
ily, the board discussed a 
few other issues. 

The high school has 
been undergoing a few 
changes over the summer. 
New wiring to assist with 
bringing a faster internet 
service and WiFi to the 
school is being installed. 
With the new system in 
place students will be 


able to use iPads, iPhones, 
laptops or any handheld 
device that has internet 
capability to help with 
school work. 

The school’s system 
uses a proxy server, 
which enables them to 
provide better security 
as to what students can 
get into on the internet 
using the school’s system. 
The devises that students 
bring in to use will only be 
able to get into approved 
sites and will not be able 
to access other devices fro 
other students. 

To even enhance the 
system more, software 
that will protect the 
devices even more is 
being used. There will 
even be a guest WiFi sys¬ 
tem set up so that when 
people come to games at 
the school they will be 
able to check their emails 
and Facebook. However,

Retirement planning 
is important for all indi¬ 
viduals; however, it is 
especially important for 
women. At some point 
during their lives, 80 
to 90 percent of women 
will be solely responsible 
for their own finances. 
Unfortunately for the 
majority of them, it will 
be later in life. 

Women tend to have 
shorter work histories 
than men, as a result of 
entering and leaving the 


workforce due to raising 
children. In addition, 
fewer women participate 
in employer-sponsored 
retirement plans com¬ 
pared to men. 

One of the first things 
you should realize as 
you begin thinking about 
retirement is where you 
will get your money. You 
can think of retirement 
savings as a three-legged 
stool, with each of the 
legs being one source of 
retirement income. 

The first leg is Social 
Security. For many 
women, Social Security is 
the main source of retire¬ 
ment income. Social 
Security eligibility is 
based on your lifetime 
earnings record and your 
age. This requires you to 
meet work requirements 
yourself or be married 
to someone for at least 
10 years who meets the 
work requirements. 

Employed women who 
are married, widowed or 
divorced after at least 


10 years of marriage are 
said to be dually enti¬ 
tled and can collect the 
higher amount between 
their own Social Security 
benefits or their spousal 
amount. 

You should understand 
that there are some ways 
your benefits can be 
reduced including if you 
earn income after you 
have retired and/or you 
are between the age of 62 
and full retirement age 
when you start receiving 
benefits. 

Full retirement age 
varies by the year you 
were born. For exam¬ 
ple, full retirement age 
for people born 1937 
is 65. For those born 
between the years 1943 
and 1954, full retirement 
age increases to 66. To 
determine your retire¬ 
ment age, visit the Social 
Security Administration's 
website http://www.ssa. 
gov/retire2/retirechart. 
htm 

As a general rule, your 


Social Security benefits 
over your lifetime will be 
the same, whether you 
retire late or early. If you 
retire early, the monthly 
benefit amount is smaller 
to take into account that 
you will likely receive 
your benefits over a lon¬ 
ger period of time. 

If you retire late, you 
will likely get benefits for 
a shorter amount of time, 
so your monthly benefits 
will be larger. Receiving 
Social Security early or 
late can each have advan¬ 
tages and disadvantages, 
and when you decide to 
retire, should be based on 
your current situation. 

The second leg is 
employed-sponsored 
plans. This leg is often 
the one that is missing 
for many women. These 
plans include defined 
benefit plans, which guar¬ 
antee a specific month¬ 
ly amount, and defined 
contribution plans, which 
grow tax-deferred but do 
not guarantee specific 


retirement benefits. 

Most employers today 
are offering the defined 
contribution plans, 
including 401 (k), 403 (b), 
Section 457 plans, prof¬ 
it sharing, stock bonus 
plans and money pur¬ 
chase pension plans. 

Unfortunately, the 
first two legs of the stool 
typically do not provide 
enough money to meet 
the needs of individuals 
during their retirement 
years. Most need the 
third leg which includes 
personal savings and 
investments. 

To find out how much 
additional income you'll 
need, you should contact 
your local Social Security 
office and ask for a 
Request for Earnings 
and Benefit Estimate 
Statement. If you have 
and employer-sponsor 
retirement plan, contact 
your human resource or 
benefits office to get a 
pension estimate. With 
this information, you can 


get a ballpark estimate 
of how much your retire¬ 
ment savings is estimat¬ 
ed to be when you retire 
and how much addition¬ 
al income you'll need to 
comfortably retire. 

To get a more accurate 
estimate of how much 
money you'll need to 
retire, take into account 
the rate of inflation. The 
average annual rate of 
inflation from 1914 to 
2010 has been 3.38 per¬ 
cent. 

Making these calcula¬ 
tions well in advance of 
your retirement, can give 
you enough time to save 
enough money. If you 
wait until you're about to 
retire, it may be too late 
to put any more money 
aside.

You can get your Social Security statement online

If you would like to get a Social Security Statement , 
which provides estimates of your future benefits, it is 
now available online at www.socialsecurity.gov . 

“Our new online Social Security Statement is simple, 
easy-to-use and provides people with estimates they 
can use to plan for their retirement,” said Michael J. 
Astrue, Commissioner of Social Security. “The online 
Statement also provides estimates for disability and 
survivors benefits, making the Statement an impor¬ 
tant financial planning tool. People should get in the 
habit of checking their online Statement each year, 
around their birthday, for example.” 

In addition to helping with financial planning, the 
online Statement also provides workers a convenient 
way to determine whether their earnings are accu¬ 
rately posted to their Social Security records. This 
feature is important because Social Security benefits 
are based on average earnings over a person's life¬ 
time. If the information is incorrect, the person may 
not receive proper benefits. 

The online Statement provides you the opportunity 
to save or print the document for future reference, or 
to have handy for discussions with family members or 
a financial planner. 


According to the American Customer Satisfaction 
Index, users are giving the online Statement a score 
of 89, making it competitive with our other top-rated, 
best-in-government online services, such as the 
Retirement Estimator and online retirement applica¬ 
tion. 

To get a personalized online Statement , you must 
be age 18 or older and must be able to provide infor¬ 
mation about yourself that matches information 
already on file with Social Security. In addition, Social 
Security uses Experian, an external authentication 
service provider, for further verification. You must 
provide identifying information and answer secu¬ 
rity questions in order to pass this verification. Social 
Security will not share your Social Security number 
with Experian, but the identity check is an important 
part of this new, thorough verification process. 

When your identity is verified, you can create a “My 
Social Security” account with a unique user name and 
password to access your online Statement. In addition, 
your online Statement includes links to information 
about other online Social Security services, such as 
applications for retirement, disability, and Medicare.
